States to v isualize the problem of food 
control at home, G reat B ritain, France 
and Itnly ugreed to establish legalized 
and compulsory control of foodstuffs 
In their countries. 
Ships for U. S. Troops. 
The extent of the m ilitary effort to 
be aimed at by the United States was 
clearly determ ined and an allied ad­ 
v isory board was created to adv ise 
each nation on allotm ents of ships, so 
as to perm it the American m ilitary 
effort to be realized. 
Through the new inter-allled organi­ 
zation for co-ordination of shipping re­ 
sources, arrangem ents hav e been made 
to dev ote “the greatest am ount of 
tonnage possible for the transporta­ 
tion of Am erican troops.” 
Tlte report, as made public by Secre­ 
ta ry Lansing, sa y s :: 
“A rev iew of the report, filed with 
the departm ent of state by Colonel 
House, the head of the special war 
mission, which v isited G reat B ritain 
and France in Nov ember, shows that It 
succeeded In its purpose of reaching 
a definite working plan for the prose­ 
cution of the w ar through co-operation 
of the gov ernment, represented at the 
conferences held in Paris, in the v a­ 
rious fields of activ ity and through 
m arshalling the resources of the na­ 
tions a t w ar w ith the central powers 
and co-ordinating their uses under com­ 
mon authority, av oiding the w aste and 
uncertainties tha t arise from inde­ 
pendent action. 
Result Most Gratify ing . 
“The results of ttte conferences were 
m ost gratifying to this 
gov ernment, 
first, because they Indicate tha t the 
conferees were inspired by the desire 
to be m utually helpful, and second, 
because the agreem ents, which were 
reached, when In full operation will 
greatly increase the effectiv eness of 
the efforts now being put forth by the 
U nited States and the allies in the con­ 
flict against Germany and Austria- 
H ungary."
